III. REMARKS 



1. Claim 24 is proposed to be amended. Applicant appreciates the Examiner's 
indication of the allowability of claims 1-23. 

2. Claim 24 is amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101. The claim is 
amended to recite that the established altitude is displayed on a display of the terminal. 

It is respectfully submitted that all of the claims now present in the application are 
clearly novel and patentable over the prior art of record, and are in proper form for 
allowance. Accordingly, favorable reconsideration and allowance is respectfully 
requested.
